armaments of both countries—and 
perhaps of others—and a new ten- 
sion and terror that would reach ‘to 
every part of the earth. The over- 
kill ‘capability that now exists—a 
madness in itselfi—might be many 
times multiplied in a crazy interna- 
tional race to overpower the enemy 
by statistics whose practical appli- 
cation would mean death for all. 
The neutrality that has been de- 
clared for space could quickly be 
violated.

No doubt any progress made at 
the forthcoming conference will be 
small, The problems and complexi- 
ties of the whole nuclear armaments 
situation_are sufficient to require 
years to solve, even after the mutual 
wariness and suspicion of the con- 
ferees have been dissipated suffici- 
ently to permit real negotiation.

Fishing for Milk 


r SIMPLE LOGIC, IT MIGHT 
be assumed that a heavy human 
demand for cow’s milk would auto- 
matically lead to: the development 
of larger herds and consequently 
more of the nutritious fluid. But 
such, apparently, is not the-case in 
Chile. There, according to Mr. C. J. 
Molteno, a fisheries official of the 
Food and Agriculture Association, 
350,000 healthy new-born calves are 
slaughtered each year, not for food 
but because the milk that would sus- 
fain the small creatures is required 
for humans. So the offspririg of the 
natural milk-producer may have 
short life expectancy. 
Prospects ‘now are. bright~ for 


greater calf longevity. Science, says 
Mr. Molteno, has developed a milk 
substitute that reportedly tastes 
much like milk, looks like milk and 
contains more proteins. It is made 
entirely from fish. 

This would be more credible 
news if a generation’s memory of 
claims made for soya bean confec- 
tions could be forgotten, and if the 
wartime deception about carrots be- 
ing good for eyesight could be over- 
looked.- There is also the small 
matter of “tasteless” cod liver’ oil. 
Still, the calves may not. be too dis- 
criminating. And if enough calves 
survive, herds should increase with 
consequent rise in milk production.

Near Point-No-Point, Jordan Say

IHREE weeks have passed since 
Premier Robarts- promised to in- 
vestigate complaints that Mr.’ Justice 
Charles Stewart of the Ontario Supreme 
Court was in con- Z 
tempt of the Legis- 
lature. Nothing more 
has been heard and 
nothing is expected; 
the -government _ is 
apparently hoping it 
ean simply drop what 
is obviously a very 
delicate matter. This 
is a pity, since Mr: 
Justice Stewart's 
views and, perhaps 
more important, the rather widespread 
editorial applause they have received, 
reveal a most serious misunderstanding 
of a’ fundamental principle concerning 
the power of the courts and their position 
vis-a-vis the legislative power. 

While the—government—is_taking—the 
judgment .in question to the Court of 
Appeal, it is quite possible it will be 
decided there on strictly legal grounds 
and without comment on what might be 
called the larger political issue involved: 
Justice Stewart’s views would then go 
unchallenged, to be picked up and 
enlarged upon whenever some other 
jurist finds itsconvenient to do so. 

This would be unfortunate’ because 
what Mr. Justice Stewart did, in 
granting an order of prohibition against 
an Ontario Human Rights Board of 
Inquiry, was to assert a judicial control 
over the legislative power which Cana- 
dian courts have never had and which 
‘they cannot have if the democratic 
process in this country is to work. 

Ironically, . public: opinion tends to 
support the judiciary in such cases. The 
cheers come easily when, as in the 
present case, a judge appears to be 
defending a harassed citizen against 
crass politicians. who have decided he 
shall do thus and so. After’ all,’ it is 
popularly asked, is that not what the 
courts are for?

Opvortunities Limited 


The hard answer to that question, for 
better-or worse, must be decidedly not. 
It would be different if there were a 
constitutional Bill, of Rights in Canada, 
as in the United States, for the courts to 


- enforce, But given the situation as it 4s, 


the opportunities for a Canadian judge to 
attack. any: law. as a viclation of civil 
rights, or a denial of individual liberty, 
are really quite limited. 

Indeed, it may almost be said they 
are non-existent. Provided that a legis- 
lature is acting. canstitutionally — that 
is, within its powers under the British 
North America Act — it: may do with the 
citizenry as “it pleases, and it is 
answerable to public opinion: and the 
voters, not-to the courts. _ 

What the courts may do is interpret 
the law and review’ its administration 
(provided such a review hass,not been 
specifica}ly precluded by the legislature) 
to see that justice has been or is being 
done. Thus they may and .often do rule 
that decisions or actions arising from the 
implementation of legislation are invalid 

, because certain basic ground rules. (most 
commonly, that what was done was not 
authorized by. the legislation) have not 
been followed. 


Asked to Block Probe 


In the present case, Mr. - Justice 
Stewart was asked to prohibit a board of 
inquiry from investigating a complaint of 
alleged‘ race discrimination on _ the 
ground that the: housing accommodation 
in question was not a ‘‘self-contained 
dwelling unit’’ as required by law. 

Since the Ontario Human Ragihts Code 
neither defines this term hor aythorizes 
a board of inquiry to interpret it or 
determine it as a finding of fact, there 
ean hardly_be any question that ai citizen 
who is accused of discrimination and 
who: feels he is not covered by the law 
should be able to ask the courts so to 
find. ~ 

But Justice Stewart, in ‘arriving at 
this finding, did not merely stop there. 
He went on to attack the law itself and 
to base his decision, in part at least, on 
the view that the law is a had law. It 
was this approach, which he subsequent-

ly confirmed his written reasons for 
judgment, that léd to complaints that he 
was in contempt of\the Legislature, and 
to Premier Robarts’ promise that he 
would certainly look into\the matter. 

The , Ontario Human ‘Rights | Code, 
Justice Stewart delared, consisted of “a 
legislative beartrap from which no sub- 
ject can escape”. In effect he concluded 
that an order of prohibition should issue 
because if the board of inquiry had 
proceeded, the landlord in question would 
have been\denied natural justice. The 
Human Rights Commission, he noted, 
was convinced discrimination had oc- 


curred even before the Board of Inquiry 


was set up and he asserted there is no 
appeal from the findings of-facts which 
such a board may make, nor'from the 
recommendations it submits. 

Entirely apart from the Hypothetical 
nature of this argument; it isa most 
curious reading of the law; “which 
specifically requires the board to give 
the parties to a complaint of discrimina- 
tion ‘‘full opportunity to present evidence 
and to make submissions,” and to 


recommend what ought to be done only ~ 


‘if it finds that the complaint is 
supported ‘by the evidence.”” There is 
nothing in the Act to prevent judicial 
review by the courts if these conditions 
are not met, which is the normal

But we tend to forget that the ideals 
of freedom and humanity and leisure-are 
not in themselves enough. If Canada's 
pursuit of comfort and welfare is to 
mean a lessening of the interest in hard 
work. then our system is being misused.

The objectives set forth are modest. 
They. offer. Hanoia reasonable settles 
ment in which its supporters-would have 
an excellent - opportunity to express 
themselves and plan an increasing role 
in the South, Beyond that, however, 
became. officially apparent the President 
does not intend to lend his immense 
authority to any kind of - disguised 
collapse : 

‘The Vietnarn speech served as @ 
guideline to Administration policy:

Most flatworms are roughly 
leaf-shaped ‘with the head at 
the broad end, Some are more 
elongate like the blade of a 
spear with a triangular base. 
Usually there are two rather 
prominent eye-spotS near the 
front end But the. mouth is 
located on the flat ventral 


surface near. the middle of the 
body and opens through a 
tubular proboscis that can be 
extended in. all directions. 

Usually, too, the body iis so 
thin_and_translucent_that the 
“innerds'’’can be easily seen 
except in large species where 
pigment cells cause the’ skin 
to be opaque. 

In size. flatworms range 
from about a quartér inch 
long to over six inches; most 
of our local species are under 
two inches in length.

color differ according to the 
environment, One of our most 
conspicuous species is leaf- 
like in form and about two 
inches Jong.

In two days of committee 
study: this week he has. contend- 
ed that~ the. bill, as it -stands, 
gives too.much power to an offi- 
cial languages commissioner, is 
unjust to persons about whom 
complaints are made, and could | 
commit the government to 
maintaining ~ bilingual services} 
in areas, where this might be-| 
come ..impractical or _ uneco- 
nomic. 

He also maintained, in .an at- 
tack Wednesday on ‘‘gross in- 
justices" in the bill, that it 
could leave an offender liable to 
two years in prison. | 

Because the bill’ contains no} 
provision for penalties, ~lan- 
guage offences would come) 
under clause 107 of the Criminal | 
Code, he said. | 

This clause says a person can| 
spend two years in prison for of-} 
fences against any federal stat- | 
ute that does not spell out its| 
own penalties. — 


WANTS CHANGES 
The 57-year-old Mr. McQuaid, 
MP for Cardigan and a former 
P.E.I. attorney-general, joined 
40 other Conservatives in voting 
for the languages bill when it 
got second reading in the Com- 
mons last week by 197 votes to 
17. But he said in committee 
Wednesday he intends to pro- 
pose a number of amendments 
before the bill goes back to the 
Commons for third and final} 
reading. | 

The languages bill would} 
make it the duty of federal de- 
partments, agencies and Crown 
corporations to provide services 
in both French and English in 
all areas of Canada that are 
designated bilingual districts. 

Mr. McQuaid applied his har- 
shest’ criticism Wednesday to 
the bill's clause 32, which states 
that when anybody has made a 
complaint to the languages com- 
missioner, the, commissioner is 
obligated.to tell him what has 
been done about it.

Private Interest Disclosure 
Poses Sticky Double Standard 


By WILLIAM GREIDER 


WASHINGTON (WP) — 
While senators and congress- 
men have waxed indignant 
over the subject of judicial 
purity, the issue promises to 
‘pose embarassing questions 
about their own—rules for 
disclosing private interests. 

In the wake of the Fortas 
affair, about a dozen bills 
have been introduced on both 
sides of the capitol to require 
some form of financial dos-, 
closure for federal judges, 
including the supreme court. 

Most of these measures go 
substantially beyond what the 
house and senate now require 
of themselves. If Congress 
does take some action on 
judicial ethics, this. double 
standard is going to be part of 
the debate. 

There currently are no rules 
requiring federal judges to 
yeport their off-the-bench 

It was a choice coincidence 
that, at the same time they 
were condemning impropriety 
across, the street at the 
Supreme court building, con- ” 
gressmen were filing their 


first statements on their own 
private financial interests. 
The house and senate rules of 
ethics, requiring limited dis- 
closures, were adopted by the 
last Congress, in the wake of 
involuntary financial dis- 
clouses about Sen. Thomas 
Dodd- {D-Conn.) and Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell (D — 
N.Y.) 

But if Justice Abe Fortas 
had been a senator, he would 
not have had to report 
anything to the public about 
the $20,000 he received from 
the family foundation of Louis 
Wolfson, now in federal prison 
for stock fraud. 


EXCEPTIONS TO RULES 


If Fortas had been serving 
in the house of representa- 


tives, his report might have 
said simply, “fee — Wolfson 


Family Foundation,” without 
any public mention of the 
amount the purpose,

Loop- 
holes under’ the present re- 
porting procedure are legion.”

Our hosts at Santa 
Barbara were out to 
accentuate the positive. 
But, while they~ didn’t

As the ‘dourly out- 
spoken Santa . Barbara 
News-Press revealed in 
stories and pictures on

After a day of brilliant 
~ California sunlight, the eve- 

ning cool was -welcome. A 

guitar spoke plaintively from. 

a green strip above, where a 

clutch of boys arid girls had 


gathered. Offshore on the 
leases, the lighted drilling 
platforms glowed like dim 


crescent moons across the 
miles-of-channel.+-—— 

A few steps farther, and I 
caught the smell of crude oil,

T followed my nose down to 
wet sand washed by the rush 
and retreat of a gentle 
surf. Oil from the plastic- 
tented’ but still seeping main 
fissure im the channel pat- 
terned the band. of beach 
exposed by the ebb. 

The dark, wavering lines 
wandered in and out among 
the wrack of seaweed washed 
ashore by the day’s strong 
winds. They ran on into ‘the 
twilight for as far as I walked 
—stubborn reminders of a 
trouble not yet cured. 

The chief source of that 
continuing visitation, oilmen 
had told us earlier, was @ 
flukish breaching of sedimen- 
tary layers that roof the 
undersea oil pool.

had the-thing happened. 

But happen it did, last Janu- 
ary out where Union Oil Com- 
pany’s Platform ‘A’ now 
showed brighter with the com- 
ing of dusk. 

Result: ‘a menaced tourist 
trade, a tangle of claim and 
counterclaim, and a con- 
servationist-backed stand by 
Santa Barbara. city and 
county officials against fur~ 
ther drilling.

As a visitor whose stay was 
brief, I'm .in no position to 
offer expert comment on the 
Santa Barbara problem. 

However, to their credit, the 
oilmen do seem,to have con- 
ducted and paid for a fairly 
effective cleanup of the worst 
of the invasion. 

We have never been hit by 
tmajor°oil spills in our South 
Island waters. That waits for 
the day when some holed and 
sunken tanker loses its cargo 
to the straits. 

Against the chance, it might 
be well to note that by far the 
most effective agent of about 
3,000 suggested to Santa Bar- 
bara was straw spread on the 
‘ocean. The straw, I was 
informed,-soaked up as much 
as 10 times its volume in 
erude oil on its shoreward drift. 

At tideline, it was bulldozed 
into heaps, trucked off, and 
burned. ‘ 

I can also report from my 
own observations—which are 
not influenced by a gift 
spinning reel added to my 
gear—that Santa Barbara re- 
mains one of the loveliest and 
most pleasant cities I’ve ever 
had the Inck to set foot in. 

We have no palms worth 
speaking of here, and our 
mountain backdrops are bor- 
rowed from Washington State. 
Yet in an indefinable way, the 
place reminds me of Victoria. 

And higher praise I can't 
bestow on any town,

Main Pool Will Be T- Shaped

MéMahon is quoted to this effect in ‘this week's edition of 
Sports Illustrated, in a story by Whitney Tower. 

“Nobody made this decision but myself,"" McMahon is quoted 
as saying in telling why he over-ruled two close advisers—trainer 
Johnny Lorgden and Leslie Combs of Kentucky, breeder of the| 
magnificent chestnut colt that won the Kentucky Derby and the 
Preakneses. 

McMahon also discusss the possible motives of Longden and 
Combs -in recommending, shortly after Majestic Prince won the 
Preakriess ‘on May 17, that the colt ‘be rested, skipping the 
Belmont. : 

> “When Johnny. told:‘me he felt the colt needed a rest, I went 
along with his decision. I felt that if he was all that tired, 
Majestic Prince should remain at Pimlico awhile and then come 
on.to Belmont anyway to ‘see how he progressed. What 
disappointed - me, to say the least, was that without my 
knowledge, Longden ordered a plane for California...” 

McMahon says he stewed about the decision for two days and| 
two nights.“Then. he called Longden and. told him the horsehad_to! 
go to Belmont and run in the Stakes, if fit 

“Johnny listened to me and then replied, ‘If you. want the 
press to train the horse, ‘that’s OK with me.’ I answered him 
quickly, “The press isnot training this horse, You are.

Glaus Poor Libya Now Wretchedly Rich 


By ALLAN JACKS * 

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — 
Libya had problems when it 
was poor, and it has problems 
now that it’s rich. 

For one thing, the country 
might 
change if another Middle East 
war breaks ou‘. For another, 
its' strong king is in his 80th 
year, and no one is certain 
how .things will be after he 
goes. 

Just 10 years ago’ this vast 
desert kingdom was gripped 


in a vise of backwardness and - 


poverty. Now it is a blooming, 
increasingly prosperous .coun- 
try,. rocketing forward on a 
single fuel: Oil. 


Perhaps no other state in 


history has experienced such 
meteoric change and develop- 
ment. In a decade Libya has 
gone from the camel to the jet 
airplane, a meagre export_of 
olive oil with a river of petro- 
leum and a rudimentary agri- 
cultural existence with rap- 
idly modernizing— industrial 
life. 

Prospectors first discovered 
oil under the Sahara's sands 
in 1957, and-two years later a 
United States oil company, 
Esso, brought in the first well. 

Today, 3,000,000 barrels 
leave the country every day, 
providing the Libyan govern- 
ment with about $1,000,000,000 
annually in revenue, That is 
approximately $650 for each 
of the. country's 1,500,000 peo- 
ple. More than 40 U.S. and 
European oil companies are 
involved, along with scores of 
drilling and pipeline concerns, 
tankers and storage facilities. 

Natural gas began to go to 
Europe this year in specially- 
built ships and containers. 
The- government already is 
earning — $10,000,000. annually 
from this—a rate expected to 
skyrocket ih coming years. 


GNP Jumps 


The country's gross national 
product has jumped from a 
per capita figure of $40 to well 
ebove $1,000, an increase un- 
matched anywhere. 

The. statistics are stagger- 
ing even to those- who have 
watched all this at first hand, 
but tthe problems that have 
come with.success are almost 
equally staggering. 

The immediate No. 1 prob- 
lem is ‘an. almost complete 
lack of people with the educa- 
tion and training to handle the 
complexities of a modern ih- 
dustrial. community. The re- 
sult is a multilingual work 
force recruited from all cor- 
ners of the industrial world— 
oil men from Texas, bank ma- 
nagers and communications 
experts from Britain; builders 
from' Poland, doctors from 
Yugoslavia, nurses from Na- 
tionalist China, clerical. work- 
ers and airline stewardesses 
from Lebanon; pilots from 
France, teachets and editors 
from Egypt,.mechanies and 
machine operatot's from Italy, 
salesmen frorh everywhere: 

Libyans keep a tight hold on 


the executive jobs, even though 


often flanked by European or 
U.S. advisers. And younger Lis 
byans, educated in the oil era 


, at home and abroad, are mak- 


ing sure progress ,up the lad- 
der. 


Girls Contrast 


A few Libyan girls hold key 
secretarial jobs along with 
Greeks, Palestinians and a 
small army of mini-skirted 
English girls: The latter 
present a. startling sight on 
the streets of Tripoli where 
many women, young and, old, 
still wear the traditional white 
barracan, covering them- 
selves completely, except_ for 
eyes and feet. ————— 

Libyan nurses, mechanics, 
clerks and a few managers 
are also .joining the work 
force. 

The boom has sparked infla- 
tion. It is particularly evident 
in Tripoli and Benghazi, 
which have more than a third 
of the country’s population. 
Prices have been rising con- 
stantly. 

Tripoli’s man-made harbor, 
bathed in a hot May- sun, 
gives the impression of a vast 
military landing. New docks 
and warehouses are jammed 
with trucks, tractors, crates 
and bales unloaded from a 
stream of arriving freighters. 
Other ships lie at anchor wait- 
ing for dock or lighter space. 

Men and facilities can bare- 
ly. cope with the flood of 
equipment and supplies. New 
housing, hospitals and schools 
are rising in cities and vil- 
lages alike. 

The country is a kaleido- 
scope of contrasts—the new, 
the old and the ancient. 

Arab merchants sell hand- 
woven rugs and gold trinkets 
from stalls in the old bazaars 
of Tripoli and: Benghazi, Their 
mountains of merchandise 
also include radios from West 
Germany and Japan, electric 
mixers, and colorful ma- 
chine-made textiles, mostly 
imported. 


Muezzins Use Tapes 


Muezzins call the faithful to 
prayer five times a day—by. 
recorded tapes broadcast 
from modern minarets. 

Cars speed over modern 


highways, most built in the 
Italian colonial days, past , 
camel carts and heavily laden | 
donkeys | 
Television aerials jut. from 
small white village houses 


and modern city apartments 
to receive government pro- 
grams initiated this year. Jet 
and turbo-prop planes, operat- 
ed by the Kingdom of Libya 
Airlines, connect Libya with 
Europe and the country’s cit- 
jes with its remote desert 
oases, 

Oil has ~- produced. most of 
these developments, but the

Discards Salt 


The chlorine in table salt also 
finds its way ‘to the body fluids 
that surround the cells. There it 
baids~ the: vital processes of 
metabolism and plays several 
roles similar to those of sodium. 
|Here the two chemicals ‘work 
j together and depend upon each 
other. Sodium, however, does 
not enter the living cells but 
chlorine does. There it performs 
ja valuable role, in maintaining 
|the cell’s proper balance of 
|water and pressure. Chlorine 
jalso has special duties within 
the digestive system. For one 
thing, it is needed to. build the 
essential digestive juice called 
hydrochloric acid. 

As the salt performs its vital 
chemical activities within the 
{body, its atoms and molecules 
go. through. many changes. Hor- 
Hmones—and-other factors direct 
|these activities and control the 
delicate balance of salt within 
|the body. Every. day, .about 90 
jper cent of the salt in the body 
is discarded in tears, perspira- 
tion and liquid wastes through 
the kidneys. And since this 
chemical ‘is so vital to the 
chemical processes of life, 
every day this quota must be 
replaced with S&sprinklings of 
more table salt on our food. 

When the quota of salt inside 
| the body is unbalanced, all sorts 
of unpleasant things occur. A 
person gets a headache and 
feels weak. There may be 
muscle cramps and nausea and 
in extreme cases the patient 
collapses. As a rule, a healthy 
body gets rid of too. much salt.

The men al are employees of the Italian staté oil corpora- 
tion AGIP. 

The survivors of the raid were sentenced to death by a 
special Biafran tribunal which found them guilty of aiding 
Nigeria in the civil war.
